gu) The pretended neutrality of the British Cabiaet is finely 
expesed by the contrast between the Tonians beier prohibited 
from the exportation of warlike stores to assist the Greeks, and 
vessels being futed oat in an Boglish pert, laden with arms and 
am manition te be carried to the service of the Turkish power. If the 
intelligence lately received overland may be relied on, a war 
has since broken out between Eagtand aad the Porte, originating 
jo aqaite opposite canse, the detection of some of oar vessels in 
conveying arms and ammeanition for the use of the Greeks. Ut may 
admit of considerable doubt whether this chance in the aspect of 
affsire, ¢f ithas aotealig taken place, be net sirributable, with 
more probability, to the decease of a distinguished member of the 
British Cabinet koown to bavé bees edquaiiy hostile te the cause 
of liberty in Turkey andin Eagiand. Showid it appear that « 

hange of measures bas been adopted by our Government shortly 
after the death of Lard Londonderry, not asc:ibable to any eather pro- 
bable cause, it will tend to wipe away ea foul stain from the mem- 
bers of the admioistration te which he belonged, and fix it entirely 

pon the memory of that Nobleman; and althoagh bis Biographers 
were of opinion that he was mot identified with any particular 
act of great public importance, daring his life, after his déath 
he may beeome identified with the oppressors of the Grecks 
To this poiatef view the debates in Parliamecat previews te bis 
exit from the stage, are highly interesting. 


His Lordship's comparison between the conatitatienal fero- 
city of the Tarks aad the acts of cracity performed by the Greeks, 
coaded oa as they were to revenge, is an iusult to common sense; 
shile bis sympathy for the exiled Turks, considering their total 
etpelsion frem Burope, as a necessary consequence of Greck 
ascendancy, is surely an insult to Christianity. For although 
te Ireland and some other countries ite profestors disgrace it 
by intolerance, we know (hat the fellewers of Mahomed may live 
onder Christian Relers without molestation en acecant of their 
ath, It 1s therefore expedient, if merely from s regard to politi- 
eal jastice end the promotion of homen happiness, that «here 
two races of mea (such as the Turke aod Greeks) of different 
religioes are mingled together, ell nations showid combine te 
five the most tolerant,(more especially if also the most aamerous 
ef the two) the ascendency over the other 

The G reeks. —Last night (J uty 15) afforded the country the fret 
instance of an exertios ia behalf of the Greeks. To Lees, Asbion 
woder-Line, belongs the bonour of having presented the Grst 
Petition on the subject of r sufferings. Tee Petitioners 
Stated, “ that they viewed sith horror and dctestation jhe marder 
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ef their Christian brethren, the Greeks, by those inhuman and 
bood-thirsty barbarians the Turks.” Sir James Maekintosh, 
who presented the Petition, observed, that for himself he could 
not help expresmog & wish that the powers of Burope would 
make a simultancoas effort ia favour of that brave aod persecuted 
peop'e.— Mr. Hame called the attention of the Noble Marquess 
(Leatouderry) to the ciroumsrance of a Turkish frigate being at 
this moment Giting oat with arme, stores, &, at Depiford, whith 
waa to be manned by Bagtish oMcers sod FBoetish sailors.

Terk «sh Gevernment,” and regretted to sav, “it had uafortas 
pateiy come to his knowledge, that there were as many aud as 
svatemeatio acts of ferocity, ‘end of cracly preciised on the p 
side as ou the other,” 


Wo are sorry that we canect compliment the Noble Mar 
quess for mech fairness or eandeur eo this epeasion, leaving 
every thing like enlarged or liberal pelieg aut of the 
tion. His Lerdship knows, or caught to Rnaw, thet the 
ish Government is a destroying Gevernm in 
eloquent language of Mr. Maghes, the people su te the 
Turks are“ reduced below the standard of the brats eréation, 
living without civil or political existence, plandered withemt pee 
morse, tortured without merey, and slaughtered withoms eoummi- 
seration ;"-—that this Government i, from iis nature ead cen~ 
stitetion, incapable of all melieration, and that te perpeteate it 
is te condemn the usfortanate beings, whe are subjoot te ii, te 
the perpoteal eadarance of the dreadfal evils above alladed toy 
that by the coscarrent testimony of all travellers, of every coan- 
try, religion, aad character, the Turks are the moat ferocious aad 
bratal monsters that ever existed for the seourge of humanity, 
Fle has execgerated the namber, too, of the Tarks in Burepe, for 
by most eeconnts, they do net amount to one-Gfih of ihe popala-, 
tion, which is not thought to exceed ten millions; aad whea the 
qoestion is, whether these two millions, whe live altogether 
by pillage aod extortion, shal) be fereed to withdraw them- 
selves to the extensive regions they bold ia Avis, oF the 
Greeks shall be exterminated, the soswer, ovué'should think, 
eoald not be Ajfcelt. If such an undeviatiog system of eru- 
elty as that to whieh the Greeks have been exposed for cen- 
turies, after oppression bed driven them at lest te take 
coaose! from their despair, shoald have induced them te poss 
the bounds of moderation, when fertane put their brutal and 
sangoinary eocmy ia their power,—is this to be wondered at? 
The wonder would be if they @id not feel adigposition to avenge 
their grievous wrongs. Bat the cruelty of the Tuske te eold- 
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» blooded and eystematec. It originates in « bretal contempt for all 


who srenet of their own religion, sad in thelr uneonquerable igne- 
reace aod eversion to a!l that forms the ornament of life, whereas 
ibe Greeks ave, by ali accounts, saturally checsiel aad smsbie, 
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they still retaia mach of the character of their ancestors, thoy 
possess the key of knowledge, they are in commeasication with 
Berope, they bave made most rapid advances ia every 
branch of learning, they have appeared to the greatest advantages 
wherever the least protection was afforded them (as at Scio for 
example), aod they only reqaire to be froed from their oppressors 
to re-appear on the threatre of the world with honour to them- 
stives and advantage to ethers. The Noble Marquess spoke of 
their acts of erocity being as many and as systematic as those 
of the Tarks. We wonder that his assarance could really carry 
bie so far as to dare to make such an assertion in the face of Bu- 
rope. What, ia the whole of the annals of barbarous atrocity, 
ean equal Scio, Kydonia, and Smyroa!’ The Greeks are correct 
in their morals, the accounts which Poaqueville and other tra- 
vellers give of theis domestio lives, exhibit them in the most 
amiable light. The Tarks make it a constant practice to tear 
girls and boys from their fond parcots for their barems—their 
brutal last is jasatiable. Is his Lordship without feeling of the 
parents of the children so carried off to minister to their deprav- 
ed propensities, and be reared in their bratalising religion? 
What have the Greeks ever done that cap for a moment be com- 
pared to the borrible trade in those abominations perpetually dri- 
ven by the Tarks, and of which at Scio and Salonichi we have 
bad sach beart-reading proofs? To every English parent, 
of any feeling or decency, this Inaguage of bis Lordship is abso- 
Jutely one of the mest marked insults which can possibly be at- 
tered. :

go out from this port to the Pasha’ But we shall be told, per 
haps, that they were parchased before the Proclamation. But 
it can be proved that they were aot. If the Greeks should fall 
in with these two vessels, will the Bogliesh sailors fight against 
them, and Wf they do so, ia what licht will they be considered! 
Willthey be considered as ander the Turkish flag, and as entitled 
te the treatment of Tarkish subjects’ Or will they hoist both 
the Tarkish and Boglish flagst We do not allow the lonians 
even to speak in favour of the cause of their countrymen, and yet 
we allow Tarkish ships of warto be manned by English sailors! 
This te the Noble Lerd's neutrality, 


We shall advert to the interference on [the part of an Ea’ 
giish officer at Naxi, on a futare day, 


Ia conclasion we have to state, that we learn from Evia 
barg a meeting io behalf of the Greeks is about to be held imme. ~ 
diately io that capital. A atrong feeling of indignation has beea 
excited there, and no little sarprise that so mach apathy should 
have been displayed at the seat of Government, We have no 
doubt it was the account of the spirit which is manifesting itself 
in Scotland that has led Tux Covnien to break his silence with 
yespect to the Greeks, and to renew his abuse of them. The 
Scots act both wisely aud honoarably in coming forward on toch 
an occasion as the present, We trost that their example will 
pot be thrown away onus, Ladeed, we are convinced that the 
people here would loogago have come forward if theic disposi- 
tions had been taken advantage of. 

Greek Islend of Seie.—The inbaditasts of Scio, it is to be 
observed, were not a rode of half civilised people, like the 
Mainots and somo others of the Greeks. The island, though 
covered with moaanteins, and mot larger then Rast-Letbian, had 
become a hive of industry, aad sapperted a pepelation of 110,000 
qouls, of whom only 3,500 were Turks, The people, enjoying 
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certain privileges, which ihe indolence, rather than the jestice of 
the Ottoman government suffered to exist, had grown rich by 
their activity, and exbibited a degree ef intelligence, Politeoess, 
sod improvement, which were pot equatied te any city of district 
of the Levaat—noteven in Smy:na or Constantinople, “ Ths 
City of Scio, (says Toarnelort), is large, beautiful and better bei 
than any town in the Levant: the houtes are handsome end com. 
modious. After having passed a year in the Archipelago, and 


; seen only mud cottages, the city of Scio appeared to us a pare. 


dise,” (bijen.) Chandler expresses himself in similar terms: « In 
the evening, says be, we walked over the towa, which appeared 
to a8 « collection of palaces, after the houses of mud wo had lately 
seen on the Continent.” The climate is so fine, that an English 
valetudinary, of the name of Bracebridge, settled there, whom 
Chandler visited, after meoh wandering, bad given ii the prelercnce 
over all the places be had tried, The Sciots were worthy of the 
advantages they enjoyed, and by the testimony of the most ealizh. 
fened travellers, stand acqeitted of the viecs and defects with 
which the continental Greeks have been charged. The intelligent 
and candid Olivier, speaking of the people of Scio, says, “ The Lo- 
gislator who may wish to observe the influence of institutions sod 
of laws on the morals, characters, and iodustry of man, ouchi ta 
tare bis eyes towards a people, who living under the same sky, oa 
the same soil, professing the same religion, differ, nevertheless, 
fom themselves to sucha degree that they ean scarcely be recog: 
nised, After having crossed ao arm of the sea, I thought myself 
transported into another region, —ioto another climatic. I bad seen 
the Groek bent under the yoke of the most fright(al despotionm : 
he was deseiiful, rude, timid, ignorant, superstitions and poor: 
here he enjoys a shedow of liberty ; be is honest, civil, bold, in- 
dustrious, witty, intelligent, and rich. Here I no longer find 
that mixture eof pride and meanness, which characterises the 
Greeks of Constantinople, and of a great part of the Levact—~— 
that Umidity, that cowardice, which is cecasioned by perpetaal 
fear that bigotry which prevents no crime. What distinguishes 
the imbabitaots of Seio, isa degided inclination towards com- 
merce, & warm taste for the arts, a keen spirit of enterprise ; 
tt is @ sprightly, pleasant, epigrammatie wit. No other townia 
the Levant presents so great a mass of information; so other 
conleing so many men exempt from prejudices, full of good sense 
aad reason, and blessed with a well-organised head. Inno island 
of the Archipelago, nor ia ‘any country of Tarkey, did we sce 
lands so well cultivated, commerce so active, aad iadusiry so 
greatasin Scio, Grounds the most arid, and most stony, im- 
prove by degrees under the band of the Sciot, and become ft to 
receive some seeds or some usefel plants. There is no kind of 
trafic to which heis a stranger,—noe hazardous enterprise thai ho 
does not attempt. Whether easy circumstances and gaiety uoder 
a beautiful sky concur to give the women agreeable forms, regular 
features, soft and slightly animated colours; of whetber the 
Greck women have less degenerated here than elsewhere, it is 
certain, that there are sot to be found in any otber country of the 
Levant, so many beantifal women asia Scio.” Cuanxoren too 
says,’ The beaatifal Greek girls are the most striking oroaments 
of Scio. Many of these were sitting atthe doors and windoss, 
twisting cotton or silk, or employed in spinning and needle 
work, and accosted us with familiarity, bidding es welcome af 
we passed,” 


Such was Scio, which the bratal Tarks, io the short space o 
font days, have rendered a heap of smoking reins. The wealth 
of the inhabitants we have ne doubt was their crime. The spec- 
tacle of so mech comfort and enjoyment, so mech prosperity— 
the frait of centeries of indestry aed care, was too tempting te 
the oupidity of these barbarians. The prelates and most res 
pectable merchants amoog the Sciots had been scised as bostsg- 
ef acd confined for more then a year, A strong garrison hed 
been placed in their city, aad heavy contribetionsa raised apoe 
them for ita sapport. Notwithstanding these harsh measures, &8 
the voke of the Terks had.ia geaeral, pressed less heavily oo 
them than on many of their countrymen, they persevered ia thew 
obedience to the Porte for more than twelve months after moat 
of the isles, and nearly all the continent of Greece, was ia & stata 
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of iasarrection. A body of Samiots, however, at length landed oa 
the islaed, and it was net unaatural that some fow of the iababi- 
tasts should join them ia what might well be considered « aatt- 
eoalccase. This was cooagh in the eye of the Turk to authorise 
the last extremity ef barbarous revenge. The peaceable char- 
acter of the Sciots, their long fidelity, ia opposition to the wishes 
and hopes of their fellow-countrymen —aad the innecence of the 
great majority who had taken mo part ia the revolt—all these 
were of no avail. For anact which was ne crime in the eye of 
reason, aad no inexpiable offence in the eye of policy, a haad- 
red thousand persoas were consigned to instant destraction. 
Twenty thousand ruffians, the scum of balf-civilised tribes, were 
let loose upen a Gourisbiag, poli and auarmed popalation, to 
wallow in every sort of outrage, ingelt, debaachery and craelty. 
The loss of property is probably not much less than 8 million 
Sterliag; bat «hat is the loss of property, or even life, to the 
wretchedness @which awaits the sorvivors? Some handreds of 
these nafortunate persons, sho were lately in the enjeyment of 
efivence and comfort, have takeo refuge in Leghorn, ia a state of 
atter destitation. But even their miseries are light compared 
with those of their anbappy associates who have beeo made 
slaves. This bes been the lot, aceording oe seme accounts, of 60,000 
persens, chiefly women and children. The sorrows of slavery 
are heavy ecaongh in their mildest form; but who can thivk of its 
berrers when persons of culiivated minds, delicate females acous- 
tomed to every refinement, children tenderly reared,are subjected to 
the caprieces and outrages of bratal and drunken barbarians, 
whose native ferocity is hardened by deeds of pillage and crimes, 
who are checked by me laws, and even by a0 discipline who may 
insalt, kill, or torture ike unhappy persons placed in their power 
with perfect impunity, and whose fanaticism must intercept every 
feeliag of compassion that might stray into their savace minds! 
We need sot dwell epon the siate of husbands and wives, mothers 
and their children doomed to separation—er, to what is still 
worte—to witness every iadignity aad cruelty committed apoe 
each other. The imagination dare not trust itself, in fact, to 
pictare the details of a seene so fall of herrer. 


Let it be receliected that this is not an evil of an bour or a 
day, jike the exoesses which take place in astermed city :—it is 
the permanent state of many thousand persons, who must con- 
thoae to suffer all that is most frightfal to baman nature till death 
release them, or till their friends are farnighed with money to 
redeem them from slavery. It is for this purpose that eontriba- 
tions are now asked. Acd surely it may be said, that a case 
which appeals more strongly to the humane and charitable was 
Bever presented. That a government should be allowed to exist 
in Europe, which could coolly perpetrate such atrocities, is a 
reproach to the age. It shews a how total a disconnection there Is. 
between the political jostitutions of Europe and its moral feelings. 
The time, we trast, however, isnot very far distant, when the 
political power of Berope will be the organ of ite moral energies, 
and when “Gfty thousand swords will leap from their seabbards” 
ai the perpetration of such enormitics as we bave now described.

The Earl of LAUDERDALE moved the order of the day for the 
committee on this bill, The noble lord then preceeded to describe the 
practice which prevails in Scotland reapecting the striching of jaries ia 
criminal cases which be strongly condemned, The whole selection being 
left to the divection of the judges, he was ef opinion that for-their sakes 
fhe mode ought to be alrered. He wan desiroas got only that the judge 
should net nominate the 15 jarers who try a cause, bat that be should 
have nothing te do with the aclection of the 45 from which the 14 are 
strack, He theaght it weeld be preper. A bill had been supported by

The clearness and consistency of this new mode of logical de- 
dection cannot fail te be highly admired, and we reader & ser- 
vie to posterity by placing it on record. 

As to the iadecency aad invectior, which is also charged oa the 
comment, itis like the personclity, existing only in the imagion 
tiod of ‘(he writer. If a Minister of the Gospel, who is already 
babdsomely rewarded, and rendered independant of ail want, for 
the efpress parpose of confining bis attention to the duties of

The labourer is no doubt worthy of his hire, bet that 
labour should be in his vocation; and if ia Seotland, the daties 
ef an Inspector of a Stationary Warehouse woeld be deemed in- 
compatible with those of a Presbyterian Minister and the Head 
of the Scottish Church ia any particalar county, we cannot imsa-

the Bast Iqdia Company can along suffer from the jneompetency 
of theis Bervanis, and those Sersante ase responsible only to 
the Masters who employ them, for what parpose was the Ma- 
preme Court established, and the Laws of Boglapd iotrodoced, 
to biad both Masters aad Servants by iis decisions! Weve there 
Ho interests but those of the Bast India Company at stake io 
the Pindarrie war! Are there no interests bet those of the Bast 
Todia Compapy to be considered, ia all the various Regalativns 
of Goveroment, and the competency or incompeteney of these 
to whom their execution is entrasted? Have ledige Pian. 
tera_noigterest ia the appointments of Judges and Collectors in the 
Taterior? Have Merchants sod Agents ve ipterest in the 
erpolnimeat of Custom House Directors, Members of Maries 
Boards, agd Boards of Trade? Have Landhelders no in. 
terest ia the Gret framing of the laws by the Board of Revenue, 
and their eliimate pdminisivation by the Judges of the Sed- 
der Dewsonee Agawint? And haye not the whole commenity, 
Hindoo, Mebomedac, Vast Indian, and British, @ constant and 
inahensble interest in the doe majnlepapes of impartial jus- 
tice ia every department of the state? Li the Bast ladia Company 
nod their interesis sre alone concerned in Iodjs, bow bap. 
pees it that a Board of Controui is sppointed to seperintend 
their affairs, end to approve ot cousterset their decisions as 
they may see Gt’ If the British Public have no interests at 
stake io lodia, (rom wheace do the British Parliament derive 
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their anthority to impeach, toexamine, to legislate, in cases where } Cancurta Jounxat, whese labours bring more to the Poblic 
the sffairs of lodis, as of a part of the British Bmpire, are brought ; Treasury than those of any two Papers besides ip India, ongy 


before them for revision? If, through the incompetency of the 
Eest India Company's Servants, Civil aad Military, the Piodarric 
Wer had ended in the defeat and expulsion of the English from 
India, would pone bat the East India Company have soffered? 
If the rebellion ia Catteck had spread throughout Iodis, and 
thousands of lives had been sacrificed in the straggle, woald the 
East India Company alone have drained their veins in the general 
carnage? If, from the incompetency of these to whom the fra- 
miog ef the Territorial and Commercial Regalations is en- 
trasted, the lands were to go ont of culiivation, and Agri- 
caltare and Commerce languish, from impolitie and reinous res- 
trictions, would the Kast India Company be the only persons 
affected by such a change? 


Never, porbaps, in the history of Indien discussions was so 
absard and watenable a position ever set up as this: that the 
Servants of the East India Company are respdnsible only to 
their Masters; and that whatever evils may arise from their in- 
competency, the Hast India Company are the only suffer- 
ers!! The Parliament of Eogland did not thiak so in the 
days of Warren Hastings; nor did the Government of India 
even entertain sueh a doctrine, when one of their Servanis, 
Mr. Hayes, was lately tried before the Supreme Court, for a 
sapposed exceeding of the beands of their Regulations. The 
ame authority which established the Supreme Coart for the 
administration of the British Laws in India, established 
all the natural consequences of those Laws, freedom eof person, 

‘freedom of property, freedom of religion, freedom of thought, 
and freedom of speech aad pablication. If the local Govern. 
ment of the codntry can take away any one of these natoral 
rights, which belong by Law to Boglishmen wherever the Law 
‘of Bngioud is established, they can take them all away, and invade 
the liberty of person, or property, or religion, with quite as mach 
propriety and consistency, as the liberty of thought, or speeck, 
er publication; for, acodrding to the Law of Eogland, they all 
belong to Buglishmen, to exercise freely and without previous 
Festraint, subject only to a responsibility for their use to a Coart 
of Justice anda Jury of twelve bovest men. It is trae that for 
daring to exercise cliher of those oatoral rights, aman may be 
first proscribed from society, and then banished from the country ; 
‘bat this can be done for bis opinions on religion as well as for his 
opinions on politics, for his refractory taste in literature and the 
arts as well as for his anbending epinions on Jaw and govern- 
ment: as, whatever the offence may be, it must first resolve itself 
into the crime of an uaworthiness to dwell in a land of so mach 
piety and purity as the religion and government of India exbibit ; 
and then, being thes adjudged as unworthy, by those who desire 
theif own purity not to be too closely examined, to be removed 
wader due form toa less pure and less perfect abode, in 
that land, from whemee whatever is good and valuable in Iodia 
is derived! 


To say that none but those who belp to pay the Salaries of 
Company's Servants have a right to comment on their public 
characters and pablic acis, isto admit that all whe do contribate 
to the Company's Treasury, from which their pay is drawn, Aave 
that right. According to this rale, every Native of the Country, 
who contributes to ibe Revenuc, has that right ia a degree 
proportioned to the extent of his contributions: while the 
Civil and Military Servants ef India, who reevive from that Trea- 
sury, without helping to AM its store, bave vo such right! Again, 
Magistrates and Coroners, Clergymen and Clerks of Stationary, 


with a host of others, who draw their pay from the Public Trea- ; 


sary, bat pat nothing into it, have ao right to open their 
lips; while Merchants who swell the Castom-Hoase Receipts, and 
Journalists who aagment the Pest Ofice Revenuc, have an 
undoubted right te comment on the acts of those whose 
Salaries they thus help te pay; and who would and mast 
suffer from the misconduct er inability of iocompetent per 
sons Gilling such public stations. According to such a rnle

The right of commenting oo the public 
acts of pablic men is founded on the same basis as the 

of forming and expressing an opinion on acy other subject, and 
as clearly belongs to man in every state of society as the 
faculty of speech itself, of which indeed it is bat the exe. 
cise. From what other source than this does Jonn Bou 
derive his right to comment on the public character of the 
Bditor of the Jouanat? The latter is not in his pay, nor jy 
be his servant, The Farewo oF Bawges did wot ground) bis 
right to comment, on the fact of his belping to suppert the persag 
whose acts he was denouncing: sor did Nioet, Sewrnonius, 
Cewruaios, and others of the same scheo!, think of this as an ar. 
cament for their right to comment on the acts of a public mas, 
On the contrary, they expressly told the world that they bad 
withdrawn their portion of support from the Bditor of the Jounnat, 
and invited all the world to follow their example: yet, In delay 
this, they did not renoance their right te comment, on withdrawing 
their portion of pecaniary contribution: but went on increasing 
in violence in proportion to their eadeaveurs, not only to withold 
their own support, bat to withdraw that of every other persea. 


Neither theory nor practice therefore, neither analogy ner 
experience, bear out the Editor of the Bure, in his ebertive coa- 
ception of the rule or standard by which the right of iedividuals 
to comment on the acte of others should be determined. Ap 
principle, either of morals, religion, law, or eqaity, could justily 
the odious personalities with which the pages of tat Paper 
bave teemed for the last four months; because the scorets of 
confidential intercourse, the concerns of domestic life, the com 
versations of social diners, and all the incidents of privatebip- 
tory, ought to be held sacred and iaviolable in all public contro- 
versios, Yetin the late controversies that have agitated ladia 
and Indian Society so extensively, nothiog was spared ; and par- 
sonality, indecency, and invective, wore most lavishly displayed ia 
every letter or comment that appeared in the pages of the Burs 
against the great object of its hatred and denunciation, Ia the 
present instance, however, we have confoed curselves perely 
aod entirely to the pablic daties of a pablic iodivideal, whe 
comes before the world ia an Extraordinary Gazetie, to inviw 
Contracts for a supply of Articles, sabject to his examination, of 
which, as a Doctor of Divinity and a Minister of the Gaspel, be 
is likely to be a very incompetent jadge; and with which, as one 
whose kingdom is not of this world, we thiok ne Clergyman, bat 
above all a Presbyterian and the Head of the Scottish Chorch ia 
India, ought to have any thing todo, We may be wrong. The indi- 
vidual ia question may be the best possible judge ef Country- 
Leather, Pasteboard and Tape ; and it may be quite as compatible 
with bis sacred functions to examine Pounce and Gum, try India 
Rubber, weigh Sand, and count bandies of Pens and sticks of Wax, 
as if be had no higher deties to engage his attention. Bat, on the 
same principle that this Divine assemes to bimself the right of 
publicly declaring to his hearers from the Pulpit what he deems 
it their dety to perform towards their Ralers aed towards cach 
other; and on the same priaciple that be and other men address 
themselves in Peblie Meetings aed through the Peblic Press, 
to their fellow-men, declaring their epiniens of persons and cha- 
racters, without reference to whether they help to pay ibem or net ; 
apon that principle we also exercise the right of delivering eer 
Ovinsien freely but conscientionsly on the point which has led to 
this diacassion: and in the same spirit and with the same motive 
as the Reverend Divine himself bas no doubt befere often 
told his congreration, so xe weeld repeat to all whe contend 
for the vnion of sach opposite daties as these, the well kaows 
passage from Chriat’s Sermon on the Mount “ No man can seree 
two Masters: for either he wil! bate the one and love the oiber ; of 
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or he will bold te the one and despise the other. Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammos. Therefore, take no thought, saying what 
shall we cat? or what shall we drink? or wherewithal shall we 
. be clothed ? for after all these things do the Gentiles seck. Bat 
seek yo first the kingdom of God and his righteousness, and 
all those thiegs shall be added to yoo.” We would recom- 
mend, io short, a serious meditation on that beaatiful exhortation 
to bis followers, which the Saviour addressed on that occasion, 
beginaing at the part which says “ Lay not ep for yourselves trea- 
sores ape certh, where moth and rust doth corrapt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: bat lay up for yourselves 
treaseres id beaven, where neither moth nor rust doth corrupt, 
and where thieves do oot break throagh and steal, For where 
your treasuré ts, there will your heart be also.” 


A few Disooarses on this great lesson of self-denial, which 
is pecaliarly enjoined on those who have taken ap tho Cross of 
Christ 10 follow in bis footsteps, aud to keep his bright example 
perpetanity before their eyes for constant imitation, would, 
if delivered from the pelpit of St. Andrews, soon convince 
both the Preacher and bis Henrers, that higher and more 
exalted daties are expected from a Minister of the Gospel 
and the Heed of a Charch affecting aaperior parity and hea- 
venty-miodedoess to that of Bogland, thea those of bis aew- 
ly assumed Clerkship, to which it woald be impessivle for 
him to advert, ia bis proper sphere, withoat exciting among his 
hearers a feeling the most remote from devotion; and as far 
as pablie cocagemects and public daties are concerned, we 
siacerely think tbat neo Clergyman shoold undertake any thing 
that be might not advert to, even at the eltar, with a feeling of 
Goascious dignity snd prepriety, as strictly belongiog, aod even 
doing additional howoar, to his sacred character as a Minister of

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Barbarous Assassination. 
To the Buiter of the Journal. 


For the iaformation of surviving Friends and Relatives 
who might otherwise reocive cootradictory statements of the fatal 
eceerrence, I beg leave to send you the following particalars, 
takea from a Letter written on the spot, conecoted with the death 
of Mr. Joha MoCutchae, late ia the employ of the Resident at 
Natal, who was barbaroasly assassinated by his Servant See 
Brybas, oo Monday the 131b August last. On the eveniag of this 
Gay Mr. G. afriend of the deooased, returning frem on beard a 
vessel ia the roads, beard screams proceeding from the bouso 
occupied by Mr. McCeichaw and bis family: be rashed iate the 
hall and fouod Mr. MoCatchaa lying lifeless om the Boor, Two 
of the demestics bad at the moment arrived from the market, sud 
having armed themselves with sach weapons as they could get, 
accompanied Mr, G, ia search of the Merdorer; and it wae very 
providential that they loat no time in doing so, for the wretch, with 
the view ef embruing his hands lo the blood of bie lahecent chil- 
drea and thei¢ remaining pareot, was found in the act of breaking 
toto a part of the premises where the three Chiidres of the deceased 
with their mother had taken refuge, Mr. G. endeavored, with the 
assistance of the two domesti¢s to seeure the assassin, bul it wae 
foand impossible: a scuffle ecosued, whoa be made a desperate 
blow with hie Sewah (a Malay knife) at the neck of Mr. G. He 
failed io his object aed was spear'd by one of the servants, 
A wound reoctved by Mr. G. by the attempt with the Sewab, aad 
another inflicted on one of the children, owing andes Prevideace, 
to the courage and presenee of miad displayed by M. G, was alf 
the misohiel the villain eould effect after the marder of his mas- 
ter, Onaeoquaicy into the cause of the diabolical malice aad 
revenge with which the mea appeared to have beee actuated, 
nothing mere could be elicited, than that the deceased having 
slightly struck the murderer on (he bead with bis open hand far 
having spoiled a dish of broth, he without speakiog a word weat 
below the house, browght ap « Sewah, and plunged it in the 
breast of his master, The striking, however, oven if tree, is justly 
considered by all acqanioted with the deceased, who wat a men 
of very teader feelings aad great forbearance, only the exoitia 
caase for giving veat to designs, long harboured in the breast at 
the assassio, and which are yot to be developed. 


Though the partioulars of the life or death of ao Tedividual, 
anksows to all but a fow friends and relatives who survive te 
moure bis loss, may be unieteresting to the Public, yet as afford. 
ing eoasclation to these (ow, permit me to add that the deceased, 
to the day of bis death, amidst many vicissitudes and trials, ap- 
beld the character of an upright uoasseming and benevolent nao, 
for which he was always distinguished. About 2 or 3 years ago 
Providence was pleased ia ite wisdom to afflict him with severe 
hypochondriac affections. He soon began to live very retired, 
left off writing to his friends, and at length, os far as be possibly 
could, excluded himself from all intercourse with mankind, fan. 
cying he saw a fee in every face, even in that of bis Employer, 
who appears to have conducted himself towards his assistant with 
the humanity aad indalgence bis anhappy situation demanded, 
“Afflictions sprieg set from the dust.” The deceased's wee 
doubiless such, with the view to prepare him for the awlel change 
which was soon to take place, and his inst letters give very 
sisikiog proofs, that the desiga of Providence, as far as human 
judgment can ge, was sceomplished, and the deceased fully pre- 
pared to meet bis ead.

It is indeed a pity that the salatary Regulations respect- 
ing Tikha Bearers, institated in May 1704, and quoted by your 
Correspondent Pao Bowo Pusiico, junior, in last Tharsdey’s 
‘Jouawat, should be so little atiended to; scenes of imposition 
are every day recarring, which loudly call for Magisterial interfe- 
rence, and the Tikha Bearers are so theroaghly aware of the 
annoyance and trouble not to say dificuliies aticndant epos 
Dringiag them before His Majesty's Justices of the Peace, aed 
‘po confident of the Jenity of those Right Worshipful Gentlemen 
towards them, which originated (if report speak true) in such 
‘atters being deemed too trivial for investigation, that their ex- 
tortious aod impertinence hardly know any bounds. 


Io my personal avorations, it frequently so happens that ba- 
siness calls me to the distance of a quarter of @ mile from the 
office to which I am attached, in which case unless I keep Bear- 
e:s for the whole day, I have several times been obliged te pay 
® rupee in advance, before those conscientious gentlemen would 
undertake to carry me atall. Now, Sir, a rupee fora tip of 
half ag hour, is rather too much of a good thing: end certainly 
entirely cootrary to the Regelations before quoted, which award 
bat the like sum for a whole day to five Bearers; whereas they 
only furnish four, or if more are required, though only to go 
as far as the Fort aod back agsio, theirs demand is four annas each, 


Nor is this the only cause of complaint; when Iwas yet bet a 
Griffin, some four soars back, IE paid my Bearers arapee before 
hand to take me on an evening visit to Colingha; when I got 
there, F did not take the precaution of having the Palanquin 
brought thte the compound ; ihe cousequence was, that about 
midnight on my takiog leave, neither Palanquin nor Bearers were 
to be found, and in theie hurry the geatiemen bad also taken my bat 
which T had forgotten to take out. This, however, is not the only 
trick of the kind that has been played, for lam acquainted with 
poveral who bave been served very much in the same manner, 


One ease bLowever beats every thiog of thekind Tever yet 
heard. A friend of mine who as yet is no old standard jo Igdia, 
requiring to go out to Latally the other dey, engaged four Bearers, 
Dut was obliged to pay them arupee in advance; they took Mr, 

asfaras the Circalar Road, and there set bim down, de- 
elariag that anless they gota second rupee they woald leave 
him and bis Palanquia where it stooc. This was about the mid.

die of tho day; to sit exposed tea barning sun and smothered ; 


with clouds of dust, was wo very desirable sitastion. What 
was tobe done! Mr. ——- was a stranger to the place, he did 
not know where to get other Bearers, and if he bad, he would 
have bad to pay them also; his errand would admit of no delay, 
and sooner than remain where be was, he gave them a seceood 
rupee. 

Now, Sir, if our Right Worshipfal Magistrates would but 
put themselves iv this young man's place, how would they like 
to be placed in such a dilemma!’ tis tree, Mr. —— did not 
apply to any of them; bul if he had, it is more than probable, 
since be had no witnesses to produce, that these Bearers woold 
have tramped up a story #0 a8 to deceive the Magistrates, and 
would have got off with ying colours at lagt: or perhaps they 
would have produced a ved stained cloth, with the pretence of 


having been beaten, and then Mr.— would probably bare badte ; 


give those Bearers a woncewr into the bargain

to have done, and fear this will but too much encroach on your

p On Saterday last, about « quarter past two o'clock, 4 
dreadful Fire bappened at Kidderpore, which threatened deg. 
truction to all arownd. It originated from persons smoking Gu. 
jab io a Native Liqaor Shop at Kidéerpore. 


I was returning from my Office at the moment the Fire te. 
gan, aad was got aware of i tll one of my servants Came Up 
me apd said, “ Sir, Grain will be very dear."—How, says I, do 
you know. that, aod on what account! He replied, that the Kid. 
derpore Begar was burning. L tan owt of the gate, where some 
of those whose huts were already barnt, were lamenting, weeping, 
and beatiog theic breasts; end the rent were emplosed in pullieg 
out their goods from the Fire, ahd thsowing them near the rails of 
the Kidderpore House, The exertions of the Natives to save 
their huts from being burat were very sandequate,—till & cowple 
of Serjeants of Cooly Basar Barracks, aad baif a dowen Christians 
came to aid them, Thesp went phous an eighth of a mile o-bead 
of the Puce to the Southward, (as the wind was from the Bast), 
and polled dows all the bots that were neat to each other, The 
iwo Serjeants excried themacives as if they were in combat with 
Benaparte’s Cuirassiera. A Gentieman of high respeotabiliry 
treated the twe Serjeants and their brave companions with some 
brandy and water, which they needed after their exhausting exe 
ertions. The Engines did net arrive till the Fire was almost ea- 
tinguished. 

If to each Eogine there was attached a poor Beropean ag 
Superintendent, I have no doubt, but thar the Engines would am 
rive with more speed aod meke much better work when 
come; for the Natives are afraid to ventare nearer than within 
pacesef the Pire.
